DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . New corrected drawings are required in this application because Figure 5, if it is to be 
part of the Application, must be a formal drawing not a hand-drawn illegible sketch. Applicant is 
advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement 
for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show in Figure 5 
the details of the breaker mount 2 as described in the specification. Is this the same breaker 
mount 2 utilized with the "non-after market version"? Any structural detail that is essential for a 
proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 
608.02(d). A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be 
held in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: Figure 5 has no 
reference numbers for any of the elements. A proposed drawing correction or corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Figure 5 is not 
included in the Brief Description of the Drawings section. Also, the description for Figure 3 is 
wordy and confusing. Additionally, Para's 23 thru 27 include another description of the 
drawings. Also, Para. 27 typo of Figure 4 should be Figure 5. Please correct. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Regarding Claims 1-5: 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 

with the enablement requirement. 

Claim 1 contains subject matter, which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or 
with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Part (f) of 
this claim is not enabled by the specification in that, there are no details of the design 
to show and define the circuit breaker function with variations in pressure. 
Furthermore, the term "sudden pressure" requires definition. 
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Claims 2-5 are rejected for the same deficiencies of claim 1, as they depend from 
claim 1. 

7. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The switch for reset of the breaker 
is not defined and detailed in the specification.
